Claiming that construc¬ 
tion work and Pioneer 
Valley Transit Authority 
buses could “curb some of 
the public safety hazards" 
on the existing Route 57, 
commissioners of the 
Lower Pioneer Valley 
Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission have once again 
negated construction on 
the road's controversial 
extension. 

Lengthy Debate 
With just 21 of the 41 
communities who make 
up the LPVRPC present 
for the lengthy debate on 
the project Monday, June 
11, 13 commissioners 

voted against the $14.5 
million extension while 
four commissioners ap¬ 
proved construction. 

This was the third time 
that the LPVRPC had 
voted against the propos¬ 
ed extension, with the 
first legislative ballot, 
March 12, Harold Ellis, 
the town's commissioner 
on the LPVRPC, who also 
serves on the Planning 
Board, said dejectedly 
after the meeting, “I’m 
totally disgusted with that 
body, and I don’t think 
the community should* 
waste its money being a 
member of it. I plan go 
before the Town council 
and ask the councilors to 
support Agawam’s getting 
out right now." 

According to Timothy 
biennan, a senior consul¬ 
tant for both the 
LPVRPC and the PVTA, 
the completion of the 57 
extension would have 
adverse effects on traffic 
control on the South End 
Bridge and the Sumner 
Avenue section of Spr¬ 
ingfield. 


“I really cannot agree 
with construction of the 
extension if it will pro¬ 
liferate traffic problems 
on other areas," Brennan 
remarked. 

Fringe Parking Lots 
Brennan suggested that 
as an alternative to the ex¬ 
tension, Agawam should 
look into setting up fringe 
parking lots along the pre¬ 
sent Route 57 so PVTA 
buses could transport 
residents to surrounding 
areas instead of using 
automobiles. Brennan 
also suggested that the 
community, with the 
LPVRPC’s assistance, 
should undertake con¬ 
struction work of all the 
existing intersections 
along 57 that pose a public 
safety hazard to 
pedestrians and motorists. 

“I think that if we find 
that our alternatives don’t 
work, then the LPVRPC 
would allow the construc¬ 
tion of the extension,” 
Brennan said. 

While Brennan admit¬ 
ted that the LPVRPC’s 
alternatives are not 
“magic solutions” to the 
overall 57 problem, he 
maintained construction 
of the extension should 
wait until the LPVRPC 
alternatives are initiated. 
Connelly - Liason Officer 

Ellis* and State 
Representative Edward 
Connelly vehemently 
disagree with Brennan's 
remarks. Connelly, 
Agawam’s liason officer 
between the town 
council’s Route 57 Com- 
mitee and state and 
federal officials since 
1974, said, “The Town of 
Agawam has followed 
every single procedure re¬ 


quired by the state and 
federal governments to 
make this highway into a 
reality. We have had sup¬ 
port from both the state 
and federal governments 
on this all the way 
through, and now the 
local planning commis¬ 
sioners are stopping this.” 

Connelly said the pro¬ 
ject is strictly a matter of 
public safety for the peo¬ 
ple of Agawam. Route 57, 
a 4-lane, high-speed 
motorway, dips into a 
two-way thoroughfare in¬ 
to a densely populated 
residential section of 


Feeding Hills, as the 
legislator told the commis¬ 
sioners. He added, “For 
this reason we need that 
extension very badly.” 

Refuted Brennan 

Connelly refuted Bren¬ 
nan’s alternatives for the 
extension. He said that by 
1990, the traffic on the 
South End Bridge would 
be uncontrollable with or 
without the extension’s 
completion. “And I 
challenge anyone in this 
room to nullify that fact,” 
Connelly said. 

The veteran state rep 
further stated that both 


federal engineers and stae 
Department of Public 
Works officials had 
declared the environmen¬ 
tal impacts of the exten¬ 
sion “as minimal on the 
region.” 

Two weeks ago the state 
DPW said the project’s 
preliminary engineering 
design work would com¬ 
mence despite the objec¬ 
tions of the LPVRPC and 
the PVTA. Because the 
local planning agencies 
comprise one-half of the 
regional policy making 
Metropolitan Planning 
Organization, the future 


construction of the 
highway is in a deadlocked 
state. Both the Mass. 
DPW and Federal 
Highway Authority, the 
other two votes on the 
MPO, have previously 
voted in favor of the ex¬ 
tension. 

But Norman VanNess, 
the state highway commis¬ 
sioner for the FHA and a 
proponenet of Route 57, 
said the federal funding 
commitment to Route 57 
was being withdrawn until 
the regional agencies 
changed their negative

To the Editor: 

“Those who fail to learn from history are doomed 
to repeat it.” 

Over the last several months, I have followed the 
incidents at Agawam High School relative to mari¬ 
juana, drugs, student and teacher morale. It would 
appear that the basic problem lies with the lack of 
leaders within the school department, from the 
School Committee on down to the administration in 
the schools. 

The School Committee meetings have degenerated 
into shouting matches and inattention during discus¬ 
sion of critical issues. 

The administration, specifically, refuses to ad¬ 
minister disciplinary action against offenders. From 
what I’ve seen and read, Mr. T. refuses to 
acknowledge any problem regarding drugs or van¬ 
dalism. Several lockers have been blown up, tires 
have been started in lockers, washroom facilities 
have been destroyed, toilets have been blown up, and 
mirrors and tiolet paper dispensers literally ripped 
off the wall. The police have been denied access to 
the school properrty and teaches are not given sup¬ 
port when they refer problem students to the office 
for disciplinary action. No wonder morale is at an all 
time low! 

Finally, why has the school administration allowed 
the town to spend $7500 of the taxpayers’ money? 

The destruction of a $6,000 piano by malcontent 
students, rendering it useless, and the subsequent 
purchase of a questionable piano from one of our 
townspeople for $1500, which needs hundreds of 
dollars of repairs to action and a severe toning, as 
evidenced by the recent choral concert, makes me 
wonder just what is really going on. 

If I .'am aware of these situations as a taxpayer, 
then why, why, why are the rest of us so 
unknowledgeable? Is it ignorance or just apathy? It’s 
our town, our money and our children’s futures that 
are on the line. Before it’s too late, let’s make some 
changes and stop the degeneration before all is lost.

VIEWPOINT

As Town Manager Peter Caputo and various 
members of the Town Council ponder the communi¬ 
ty’s status (or non status) as a member of the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Regional Planning Commission, a 
quick check in the Massachusetts General Laws turns 
all the brain outage into an academic exercise. 

Legislation Created In 1962 

It seems the very legislation which created the 
regional agency back in 1962 states that no member 
of that body can legally terminate its membership 
after serving as a voting member for five consecutive 
years. 

Since Agawam’s last opportunity to depart legally 
from the LPVRPC was in 1967, some 11 years ago, 
the recent foaming at the mouth against the commis¬ 
sion is all for naught. In fact, the only way the com¬ 
munity can legally secede from the commission is to 
have State Representative Edward Connelly forward a 
bill through the Legislature that would amend the 
original set-up of the commission. The binding hold on 
each commission member is obviously to negate 
renegade communities from doing exactly what the 
town feels compelled to do at this particular moment. 

Although leaving the LPVRPC certainly seems to 
be an appealing thought, the move can only betermed 
as reactionary at this particular point in time. 

Ludicrous Success 

The sole (and quite justifiable) reason for 
Agawam’s disgust of its LPVRPC membership card 
is the agency’s ludicrous success in stopping the $14.S 
million Route 57 extension, a project in the works for 
the past 17 years. On three separate occasions, the 
LPVRPC has voted against the extension. 

Joining the LPVRPC on the 57 issue is the Pioneer 
Valley Transit Authority. Between these two local 
planning agencies, the road’s construction has been 
thwarted. This is the very same road that was the 
number one priority of the LPVRPC just a very short 
time ago. State DPW officials and Federal Highway 
Authority engineers support Agawam in its quest to 
make Route 57 a reality. But with the local blockade, 
the badly needed public safety tool for the communi¬ 
ty remains in jeopardy. 

With overwhelming support from the electorate 
and town officials over the years, and backed by the 
presence of Connelly since 1974, the Route 57 
message is clearcut: a four-lane, high-speed motor¬ 
way paves a path smack dab into a heavily residential 
area of the community and into Feeding Hills Center. 
The public safety threat to motorists, pedestrians, 
and homeowners proliferates with each passing day. 

Tragic Scenario 

Public safety has been Agawam’s major concern for 
years. To underscore that banner puts the nature of 
the situation into a tragic scenario. And that is what 
the LPVRPC and PVT A have done. 

Through clandestine motives and subversive 
rhetoric, both regional planning agencies have in 
essence told Agawam, “the extension’s overall ef¬ 
fects, specifically the economic impacts the extension 
would pose for the region, supersedes Agawam’s 
public safety.” 

The Springfield City Council, Springfield State 
Reps Anthony Scibelli and Richard Roach, U.S. 
Representative Edward Boland, and, perhaps, even 
Senator Paul Tsongas have exercised their political 
clout to pressure state and federal officials into a 
holding pattern on the project since the LPVRPC's 
first negative ballot March 12. Threats to downtown 
revitalization of Springfield, it appears, holds a 
higher degree of importance than the safety of 
Agawam residents. Obviously, someone figured out 
not too long ago that by allowing the 57 extension to 
be constructed, it would provide Agawam a highly 
potent arm to attract business interests.

Local Pocketbooks 

In concert with Springfield's elected officials, com¬ 
missioners of both the PVTA and LPVRPC, under 
the influence of Timothy Brennan, a senior planner 
of both agencies, decided on five separate votes that 
it would not be in the best interests of the region to 
give the green light to Route 57. Suburban commis¬ 
sioners with shining new shopping malls or sagging 
industrial parks concur with Brennan’s warnings that 
57 creates just another hole in their pocketbooks. 

So Monday, June 11, the LPVRPC held another 
meeting to reaffirm again their negative sentiments 
on Route 57. Brennan was at his finest degree of 
rhetoric and doubletalk. And so continued the 
subversion. 

For the first time, Brennan declared that one of 
the “regional concerns’’ the LPVRPC had on the ex¬ 
tension was that it would provide Agawam a chance 
to hurt the region economically by attracting 
business. This fact has been expounded upon many 
times in this space. And now Brennan formally 
comes out with this revelation. In doing so, he admit¬ 
ted that self-interest and pocketbook preservation 
were always on a lot of people's minds. 

Objections A Fallacy 

Such objections as the traffic impact on the South 
End Bridge and the Sumner Avenue section of Spr¬ 
ingfield already have been labelled a fallacy in this 
column. Reports from State DPW officials and. 
federal engineers refuting these alleged impacts seem 
more believable than revelations from the LPVRPC. 

Brennan offers the community PVTA buses 
billowing up Route 57 and band-aid repairs to those 
dangerous intersections on Mill and Springfield 
Streets as alternatives to the extension. What Bren¬ 
nan actually is saying is, “Don't raise the bridge; 
lower the river.” 

And in one final contradiction, it is revealed that 
by not allowing the 4.3 mile extension the LPVRPC 
is stopping Agawam from following through with its 
much-discussed Master Plan. But don't I recall 
operatives from the LPVRPC using our Master Plan 
as a Bible when citing reasons for not allowing the 
Solitario condominiums and the Beltrandi Business 
Park into the community at public hearings on these 
matters? What they did was to use the Master Plan as 
a wedge against the developments, but in a second 
breath, that same body is now negating the $50,000 
booklet by the refusal to allow route 57 to take 
shape. 

In retrospect, however, talk of leaving the LPVRPC 
is like running 24 miles in a marathon then quitting 
because because another harrier cheated along the 
route. As Connelly correctly put it, “It’s premature for 
the town to talk of leaving that body.” 

Half-Hearted Effort 

The Mass. DPW has agreed to go ahead with the 
$1.2 million preliminary engineering and design 
work. True, the feds have withdrawn their funding of 
the project. But was that a half-hearted effort spur¬ 
red by interference from Boland in Washington? 

The community has come this close to route 57; 
why concede now? Connelly certainly isn’t about to 
quit. Regardless of the flagrant abuse of their power, 
attempts to leave the LPVRPV certainly is not ever 
going to get the extension off the drawing board. 
What we need is continued leadership from local of¬ 
ficials, not sour grapes.

As has been stated in 
this column before it is 
best to leave young birds 
in the wild if it is at all 
possible. But sometimes it 
does happen that young 
birds need human help to 
survive. If you do find a 
young nestling whose very 
survival seems to depend 
upon your help, there are 
some things that you 
should do to help it along. 

Unless the bird is left on 
your doorstep replete with 
nest, you will have to sup¬ 
ply a substitute home. An 
old shoe box will do nicely 
as it is is deep enough to 
keep the bird from climb¬ 
ing or falling out. 

Shredded paper or grass 
make a good liner as they 
are easily cleaned and give 
the little one something to 
hold onto. 

Keep the nest warm and 
completely away from 
drafts, a cloth placed over 
the nest at night will help 
keep an even temperature 
within. Until the bird is 
fully feathered, it will be 
very vulnerable to the 
cold. 

Most of our garden 
variety songbirds will 
thrive on a diet of equal 
parts of mashed egg yolk 
and sifted bread crumbs 
moistened only slightly 
with either milk or cod 
liver .'oil. Other foods 
which might be tried are 
canned dog food, soft 
pieces of fruit such as 
bananas and cherries, and

earthworms that have 
been “squeezed out.” 

If your guest is a hawk 
or an owl, your feeding 
procedures are going to be 
a little more indelicate. 
These birds require raw 
meat, preferably with the 
fur or feathers still attach¬ 
ed. Freshly caught mice or 
poultry are the best bet, 
although raw beef sprinkl¬ 
ed with cod liver oil may 
also work. 

If the bird refuses- to 
eat, try dropping the food 
across its feet. This is a 
more natural posture for 
the bird, who will feed un¬ 
til its crop is filled and 
then will stop to digest it 
all. 

Your little visitor will 
learn to open its mouth 
upon your approach. Use 
a paint brush to feed it. 
The bristle ends will col¬ 
lect a fair amount of food 
for one bite without chok¬ 
ing the bird. 

Place the food way back 
in the mouth and continue 
feeding until the bird 
refuses to take any more. 
Make sure the last feeding 
of the day is a generous 
one. 

Space the feedings from 
as soon after dawn as is 
reasonable until dusk at 
intervals of no longer than 
twenty minutes. The 
feedings must be frequent 
and regular. 

As the bird matures, his 
appetite increases enor¬ 
mously. Be careful not to 
allow the bird to die or be 
stunted in growth due to 
inadequate feeding. 

Never force a bird to 
take water. Young birds 
get enough water in their 
food to sustain them until

they are old enough to sit 
on a perch and dip int a 
cup. Forced water may 
end up in their lungs and 
drown them. 

Give the bird some sun¬ 
shine, but not too much. 
Avoid the hot, midday 
sun, and avoid leaving 
them for long periods 
where they have no shade 
for relief. 

If luck is with you, the 
bird will reach fledgling 
age and be able to enter 
the world. Do not 
begrudge it its freedom. 
Applaud yourself for a 
job well done, and let the 
creature live out its life in 
the habitat it was meant 
to.

Is Quabbin still hot, 
Bill? Have you been there 
lately? These are questions 
that are put to me most 
frequently. 

I haven’t been fishing 
the “Big Lady” recently, 
being tied up with Lit- 
tleville, Otis, and Goose 
Pond. However, Quabbin 
biologist Bill Easte notes 
with surprise that creel 
records indicate that this 
year may prove even bet¬ 
ter than last year, which 
was generally considered 
excellent. 

During the early part of 
May, a three-day sample 
at Gate 31 revealed that 
182 smallmouth were 
taken, 462 released;28 
largemouth bass were 
taken, 28 released; 64 lake 
trout taken, 35 released; 
and 87 bullheads were 
taken. 

A similar three-day 
sample at Gate 43 in¬ 

dicated that 144 
smallmouth bass were 
taken, 350 released; 13 

largemouth bass were 
taken, 37 released; 101 

lake trout creeled, 52 
released. 

A four-day sampling at 
Gate 8 produced 55 

smallmouth bass, 155 
released; and 91 lake trout 
while 76 were released. 

There are plenty of 
large fish left and a 
weekend of fishing could 
produce some whoppers 
for you. Have at it. 

Recently Dick Godet, 
owner of Ajax Welding of 
agawam, and this scribe 
put out on Otis Resy in the 
early afternoon. Dick put 
out his favorite rod, a 
spinning outfit with a 
small silver mepps spin¬ 
ner.
